detre. Fainting from loss of blood is 
nature’s remedy for the bleeding. The 
heart’s action is lowered; the blood 
withdrawn from the extremities 
(where, presumably, the bleeding is 
going on) into the larger central ves- 
sels; the patient lies motionless; there 
are no struggles to force the blood out 
of the wound; there is no pain felt. In 
| a case of fainting, therefore, from loss 
of blood, simply Jay the patient on the 
_ back—a little turned to one side—with 
the head low and the wound in a 
position favorable to the doctor's 
Manipulation; leosen «ll fastenings 
and buttons about the throat, and 
then await the doctor’s arrival, Don’t 
try to bring the patient around by de- 
luging him with water. Above all, 
‘give him no brandy unless by the 
doctor’s‘orders. Lrandy will end the 
faintness quick enough, but it will 
start the heart at double-quick time 
and send the blood surging through 
the peripheral arteries, breaking down 
and washing away any protective 
_ plugs of clot with which the vis med- 

catrix has probably begun to close 
the wounded vessels, In cases of 
fainting from shock or from pain the 


| patient should be placed in an easily 


recumbent position, with the head 
_low and the throat free from pressure. 
The forehead may then be bathed 
with cold water and brandy cautiously 
alministered, or ammonia applied to 
the nostrils.— London Oracle. 


Self-Care While Nursing the Sick. 

To those who are called upon to 
nurse the sick through a long and se- 
vere illness it is of the utmost im- 
portance, not only to themselves but 
to their patients, that their own health 
should be preserved and their strength 
maintained not only throughout the 
critical stage, but during the period of 
convalescence, oftentimes so tediously 
yen To all such we submit the 

ollowing simple precautions to aid 
them in preserving their own health 
while nursing the sick: 

“If the malady of the patient be 
such as to cause any marked odor of the 
breath or noticeable exhalations from 
the skin, take care always to sit on that 
side of the bed or sick person which is 
opposite to or away from the direction 
which the effluvia takes toward the 
windows or draughts of a fireplace. 
Sit so that their breath, etc., is carried 
away ffom you. Do hot sit too close 
to them, or take their breathif you can 
avoid it.” 

To keep one’s own strengthin a case 
of prolonged care, and particularly if 
obliged to sit up all night for many 
nighisin succession, great benefit will 
be derived from taking a warm bath 
early in the morning,and putting on 
fresh tindergarments every second 
morning; or, if the disease be particu- 
larly infectious in its nature, it is best 
to change the underclothing every 
morning. It will be found that the 
wari bath, followed by brisk rubbing 
of the whole body with a coarse Turk- 
ish towel or flesh-brush, will refresh 
the wearied body almost as much as 
sleep. At the same time keep up the 
appetite and strength by small doses of 
quinine, two to five grains three times 
a day, and nourishing diet, with per- 
haps a little wine and water occasion-

MONEY AT THE BOTTOM. 


In another column will be found a 
highly interesting letter from Mr, R. 
C. O. Benjamin, editor of the Colored 
Citizen, an Independent journal pub- 
lished at Pittsburg, Pa. Mr. Benjamin 
is a lawyer and is at present in Wash- 
ington on important -private business. 
Iie called in to see us and naturally 
spoke of the Independent movement 
among the colored people and its re- 
sulting in our arrest for libel by the 
Hon. Robert Purvis. Mr. Benjamin 
then told us that Robert Purvis and 
other gentlemen named in his letter 
and himself were associated together 
and were the prime movers in the In- 
dependent party among the colored 
people, and that each and every one of 
them was fully cognizant of all the 
political trickery and devices practiced 
by the Independents and Democrats to 
secure the colored vote and mislead 
the negro, and that he Purvis as well. 
as the rest allowed his great name to 
be used for the purposes aforesaid. 
That he put his name to circulars, 
went into Democratic caucuses and all 
that sert ofthing. Mr. Benjamin says 
of Mr. Purvis that though he was 
thoroughly identified with the In- 
dependents he was not a good one, for 
on different occasions when they were 
billed to speak at certain places in the 
interest of the Independents (Chester, 
Pa., for instance) he Purvis got scared 
and backed down—afraid to go because 
he heard the colored people were going 
to throw rotten eggs at him. Mr. 
Benjamin says the whole thing was a 
matter of loaves and fishes—yes, worse 
than that—it was a pure matter of 
dollars and cents with the majority of 
the so-called colored Independents and 
that Bro. Purvis is only kicking up 
now to create a sympathy while he 
tries to crawl his way back into the 
Republican camp. We say unto Bro. 
Purvis, he need not worry himself about 
coming back into the Republican party 
for both the Freedmen’s Bank and the 
party are getting along very well with- 
out him. 


THE CITY RAILWAYS AGAIN, 


It may be said that there are plenty 
of men who will gladly supply the 
places of any who do not wish em- 
ployment under the present conditions. 
This is undoubtedly true. But the 
man who chooses between hunger for 
himself and his family and hours of 
labor destructive of health and life is, 
after all, but a victim to a sort of in- 
voluntary servitude. The use of the 
public streets has been granted to the 
street car corporations on certain con- 
ditions subject te amendment. It is 
perfectly competent for congress to re- 
quire that no public franchise shall be 
enjoyed by any company or individual 
which exacts more hours of labor or 
permits more to be rendered than are 
consistent with the laws of health. 
Then if, as an offset, the pay of con- 
ductors and drivers is cut down, in 
order that fat dividends, far in excess 
of the fair demands of the investments, 
may be enjoyed, a reduction of fares 
to the same extent could be made. As 
in adjusting a tariff, so in granting 
profitable franchises, legislation should, 
when practicable, “favor American 
labor.” The overworked car drivers 
and conductors in all the cities are 
much better entitled to the sympathy 
of the public than many classes upon 
which it is expended. 

Last December the BEE took ground 
for the very identical thing that the 
above extract from an editorial in the 
Republican now suggests should be 
made a mandatory law. We take the 
cause 6f the overworked ( white) driv- 
ers and conductors, because they are 
men, and while they, asa class, have no 


special claims upon our race for bene- 


volence or charity owing tothe manner 
they occasionly treat us. Still they 
are human, and our fight is for human 
rights. We trust the day is not far 


distant when the laboring class of 


white men will close their opposition 
to colored youth learning trades and 
the mechanics art; The best friend 
that poor white men have found in this 
country since the pivilege of voting 
was given to our race, has been the 
colored man. 


CIVIL BILL AND THE NEGRO. 

Many bills have been passed by Con- 
gress this session, but none which 
affects the Negro so directly as the re- 
cent civil service bill. It does not 
appear to do so on its face, but when 
viewed in the light of its peculiar con- 
templations, it willbe found that it 
does, and that very seriously too; for 
when it is remembered that its provis- 
ons declare that commissioners shall 
be untrammeled by political influence, 
we would like to know where the 
Negro is going to “catch on,” for he 
has only been able to get the very few 
positions he now holds through sheer 
force of his political value, and those 
are not by any means commensurate 
with his political strength and work 
to the Republican party. That we 
have many Negroes of capability, and 
of great service to the Republican 
party, is undeniably true, and that 
they have shown their ability and ren- 
dered their services to that party in its 
most trying hours is equally true. But 
what has the party done for them ip 
comparison to the assistance given it. 
It’ has, when forced todo so by the 
ever watchful Democratic press and a 
few true Republicans from southern 
districts, given us afew respectable po- 
sitions. And just here we might say 
that those Southern Republicans were 
operated purely by motives of personal 
gain. Now, then, what has this friendly 
party of oursdone? It haS passed a 
bill which has destroyed the only 
agency through which the Negro ever 
secures Federal positions, and has cut 
off opportunity for learning the prac- 
tical science of Government, to say 
nothing of the pecuniary loss to him 
and his posterity. The commissioners 
are to be appointed and put beyond 
the reach of political influence. That 
only power by which he can have any 
opportunity to secure office. And un- 
less some black shall be appointed on 
the Commission, “no negro need apply.” 
We see in the distance a monopoly and 
a ring, a coaching school where no ne- 
groes will be allowed, and, although it 
may be necessary to pay the teacher 
money enough to divide with the Com- 
Mmissioners, yet the fact of graduating 
from that school (having agreed to 
pay up of course) will be a sufficient 
guarantee that the graduate will be ap- 
pointed. Now, then, shall not the 
Negro press in earnest chorus, sing out 
for one appointment on that board of 
commissioners. Dves it not behoeve 
President Arthur, and especially if he 
wants a nomination, to appoint some 
man of our race, so that we may know 
that we will be justlydealt by, should we 
apply for examination. Mr. Arthur 
has done. nothing for us since he came 
in, and would not this be a good place 
for him to start?

The Bee hearing of Mr. R. ©. O. 
Benjamin, the late editor, of the Pitts- 
burg Colored Citizen, and an associate 
of Mr. Robert Purvis in the Indepen- 
dent movement, beirg in town, a BEE 
reporter called Monday morning at the 
residence of Mrs. Levi McCabe, whére 
he was stopping, and asked for the 
particulars of the Independent move- 
ment in Pennsylvania. He being busy 
at the time, told the reporter of the 
Bee that he would send a statement 
te the paper and any thing that the 
BEE desired to know about the move 
ments and policy of the Colored Inde- 
pendents of Pennsylvania according 
to promise. Mr, Benjamin, who is well 
known throughout the country, sent 
the following statement to the BEE, 
which will benefit the colored people 
throughout the country to read. It 
shows the corruption of the whole ob- 
ject of the so-called Independents of 
Pennsylvania: 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday, Feb. 13. 
To the Editor of the Bee: 

Sir--A few days ago I was visited 
by a reporter from your paper and 
asked to tell what I know about the 
independent movement in Pennsyl- 
vania. I was busy when your reporter 
called, but promised him that I would 
send to your columns a summary of 
what I know about the movement. I 
have learned thiough the daily papers 
(and since I saw the reporter) that 
Mr. Robert Purvis of Philadelphia has 
brought suit against you because you 
accuse him of “infidelity” to the Re- 
publican -party, call it by whatever 
name you please, but that gentleman 
did certainly take an active part in the 
Independent ranks, and did his utmost 
to establish Democratic ascendency in 
the State and so did all who was ident- 
ified with the Independent movement. 
Mr. Editor, every member of the In- 
dependents knew that their success 
was impossible, they knew also that 
remaining in the field would prove 
disastrous to t&s KepubNMcans. The 
sole object of the movement was to 
defeat the Republicans, that object was 
accomplished the overthrow of the 
men who desired the “boss and spoil” 
system werg among the richest in the 
State. Some of them had never before 
taken an active’ part in politics, there- 
fore they furnished the money but re- 
mained dormant. I believe they were 
sincere. Another set of men, who acted 
for these rich men, were a set of 
shrewd local politicians, very poor, and 
was ready to catch at anything in the 
shape of adollar, they reaped the bene- 
fits of the movement (financially). 
From the point on which 1 was perched 
(editor of an Independent paper one 
of the vice-presidents, and also one of 


an opportunity of knowing the differ- 
ent men who were interested in the 
movement and those who I did not 
meet personally, I knew of their ma- 
nouvers throught the various commit- 
tees. The Independents was well or- 
ganized, Eastern Pennsylvania was 
managed by State Senator J. D. Mc- 
Kee, with Mr. Frank Willing Leech as 
Secretary. The Western part by C. D. 
Scully andJohn C.Shunid Kerr. The 
colored men who was most conspicu- 
ous, were, in the west T. J. Smith, 
Paul J. Carson, J. D. Mahoney and 
myself; in the east W. Allison 
Sweeney, Wm. Still, Robert Purvis 
and H. Price Williams. The last 
named was a sort of an Independent- 
Democratic - Republican - Greenbacker 
and had to be watched as he is exceed- 
ingly tricky and I advised all who may 
come in contact with him to watch 
him. Allof the colored men named 
(perhaps with the exception of Mr. 
Wm. Still—I believe that gentleman 
to have been sincere)—lI say they all 
became interested in the movement 
with a three fold object, Ist notoriety. 
2nd money. .Srd the defeat of the re- 
gular Republicans. For instance 
Sweeney wanted notoriety. You re- 
member his famous speech at Liberty 
Hall, in which he defamed the char- 
acter of the immortal Lincoln. Liberty 
Hall is owned by Mr. Still. On the 
night that Sweeney made his speech 
both Mr. Still and Mr. Purvis were on 
the platform. Of the others, Price 
Williams wanted money, notoriety, or 
anything he could get. Mr. Purvis 
was anxious to see the party defeated 
and worked in that direction. Smith, 
like Sweeney, was after notoriety and 
money, and would have followed the 

“devil” as readily as he did the Inde- | 
pendents. Mohoney and Carson was 
not very particular how the thing went. 
As for me it was a matter of dollars 
and cents, “believing that the laborer is 
worthly of his hire,” I demanded it on 
all occasions. Nevertheless I believed 
that the then existing boss rule was 
detrimental to true Republican princ- 
iples, and I was anxious to bring 
about its downfall and by so doing 
save true Republicanism ,from being 
steaggied over the rugged edge of 
meritable destruction. My belief on 
that point now is, as it was then. I 
was very much surprised when I heard 
that. Mr. Purvis denied ever having 
taken active part in the movement. 
I was first introduced to Mr. Purvis’ 
by Mr. Still at an entertainment held 

by the old underground railroad men. 

Mr. Purvis was one of the speakers. 

I was called on and responded in afive 

minute talk, that was after theSweeney 

“outrage”. Soon after Sweeney made

was “billed,” the People were in- 
igndnt. In fact the few colored Inde- 
pendents had got reconverted, nobody 
turned out to the Hall. But Price 
Williams with his usual cuteness took 
a notice to each of the daily papers and 
had it announced that we had a “rous- 
ing meeting.” I remember being in 
the office of Dr. Janner with several 
colored Independents, and, while 
arguing, the doctor used the following 
words, “you fellows are after no good, 
you are working against your own 
conscience. All you want .is a few 
The 
remark fitted us so completely that 
we left the office in a hurry. If this 
catches brother Janner’s eye he will 
no doubt remember the oceurrence. 
On an other occasion posters was put 
Wm. Still, Robert Puryis, 
Paul Carson and myself were toaddfess 
the citizens at Chester. Onthe even- 
ing before we were to take our de- 
parture for that place, the news came 
that the colored citizens ofChester were 
under the impression, that we were De- 
moerats, and that they had accumulated 
rotten eggs to give us warm recep- 
tion, I don’t know whether all of the 
parties billed heard it or not, but Mr. 
Still sent a letter of regret. Owing to 
a pressure of business,” he could not 
attend, Mr. Purvis did not put in an 
appearance, nor did he send any Ictter 
of regret. 
went to Chester, and spoke without 
being interferred with. I desire to say 
and do say without fear of successful 
contradiction, that on several occa- 
sions the Democratic and Independent 
Republican caucuses met and devised 
plans to defeat the Beaver party ; for 
instance, the district from which Con- 
gressman Russel, Republican, was 
elected, the Independents defeated him 
by joining with the Democrats, and 
electing Hopkins. Mr. Purvis says 
that circulars and posters with his 
name on, came out without his sanc- 
tion, especially the Robeson circular, 
the different committees never issued 
a circular without first consulting the 
parties named therein, and if such a 
thing happened once, the party named 
could have forbidden the use of their 
names a second time. Mr. Purvis made 
no objection to his name being used, 
therefore, it must be taken for granted 
that he acquiesed, beside he met cau- 
cused, consulted and was consulted. He 
done his part likea man, and should 
stick to it like aman. All public men 
are open to public criticism, and Mr. 
Purvis isno exception to the rule, I 
have scrutinized the supposed libelious 
article and I see nothing in it “crimi- 
nal.”

W. Whitaker was doing his utmost to, 
bring about Republican success, sent 
the following letter to the District 
Republicans, among some of the most 
prominent, Hon. Frederick Douglass, 
received one : 


Republican Central Committee of the 
District of Columbia. 

WASHINGTON, October, 16, 1882. 

Dear Sir:—Your name has_ been 
furnished tL.s committee as that of a 
public-spirited citizen who fully be- 
lieves in the principles of the Repub- 
lican party, and one likely to aid cheer- 
fully, by all honorable ways, in ex- 
tending its influence. 

Although at present deprived of the 
elective franchise, the district has two 
votes in the National Nominating Con- 
vention of the party and one vote in 
the National Committee. 

All recognize the importance of 
assisting in the election of the candi- 
dates for Congress in the Eighth Vir- 
ginia and Fitth and Sixth Maryland 
Districts who are in accord with the 
liberal and wise national policy of the 
administration, and sufficiently familiar 
with the interests of our community 
to legislate intelligently and liberally 
on district matters. The National 
Congressional Committee has accepted- 
our formal tender of assistance in the 
several adjacent districts in the cam- 
paign now opening. 

The result is all-import to our inter 
ests, involving, as it does, the question 
of liberal appropriations for the im- 
provement of streets, the reclamation 
of the Potomac flats, the completion 
of the Washington Agqeduct, aiso 
needed legislation for the equitable ad- 
justment of taxation and settlement 
of outstanding claims. The District 
of Columbia is, politically, subdivided 
into twenty-two separate districts, each 
having an active Republican club, and 
being represented on this committee 
by three duly elected members. Neces- 
sarily, the committee incurs expenses 
for printing, hall rent, transportation 
of voters, &c., which must be paid by 
voluntary contributions. Such sum 
as you can contribute may be handed 
to any member of this committee 
having the secretary’s receipt, and the 
committee stands pledged to secure a 
faithful disbursement and furnish a 
detailed account to each contributor at 
the close of the campaign. 

In conclusion, we wuuld add that the 
result of the canvass this fall will have 
larger inserests than any other com- 
munity in the country. 

You are solicited to join the Repub- 
lican. club in your district, with all 
your friends, of whatever party affilia- 
tion herétofore, who desire to co-ope- 
rate in the effort to aid im electing Re 
publican members to the Forty-cighth 
Congress from the districts contiguous 
to the Distiict of Columbia, the im- 
portance of which, in a national as 
well as a local point of view, cannot 


be over-estimated.

NEGRO MEN OF INFLUENCE A FAIL- 
URE, 80 FAR AS ANY BENEFIT TO 


THEIR RACE IS CONCERNED. 


Editor of the Bee: 

Sir—The Forty-seventh Congress 
will now, in a few days, be a thing of 
the past, and with its demise the last 
brace of colored congressmen belong- 
ing to the older class of negroes will 
retire (and I hope never to return) 
from its legislative halls. Now, that 
all of them will soon be relegated to 
private life, the question naturally 
arises and will be asked “what have 
they dona as congressmen, from re- 
construction times up to the present» 
to benefit their racc or make their race 
feel proud of them?” In answer to 
that question I will say that they have 
done nothing. They have sat only as 
figure-heads, merely demonstrating 
that the negro has the right to be an 
M. G& You have never found them 
championing as striving to have any 
measure pass Congress that would 
benefit the negro’s either pecuniarily 
or otherwise. In fact they have been 
of no assistance whatever to legislation 
of any kind. It is a notable fact that 
they have never even made a motion 
toadjourn. The only good they have 
done has been to themselves, and that 
was to draw their salaries. 

In the Forty-eight Congress we will 
have one colored congressman, but I 
am thankful to say he isan able man 
and belongs to the younger class of 
colored men, of which class is the only 
hope that the negroes have tu make 
any show in the great race of life and 
fame in this country. I predict a bril- 
liant career for Mr. O’Hand during his 
term. 

As members of Congress, these older 
class of gentlemen have had political 
patronage in the departments and in 
their respective districts, and how have 
they invariably dispensed that patron- 
age? They go to the head of a bureau 
and ask that “John Brown or Jim 


Smith, a colored tituent of mine, 
im your department.” Now, when 
they have a white man that they would 
like to have appointed, they go and 
ask that “Mr. Brown, a white gentle- 
man and a constituent of mine be ap- 
pointed to a Clerkship or some other 
decent and profitable position.” 

Now, I have no objection to colored 


have white men appointed as clerks; 
but I do object to their always. asking 
menial places for their colored friends. 
I have in my mind’s eye a colored man 
who is a laborer in one of the depart- 
ments. He a good education 
and would no doubt make an excellent 
clerk. He desired a promotion, and 
called upon a colored congressman to 
assist him. He merely wanted this 
M. C. to assist him to get before one 
of the examining boards to stand a 
competive examination. I will not go 
through all the details, but I will 
merely say that this M. C. hasn’t yet 
had time to attend to it, he, though, 
remarked to 4 friend of his, that the 
fellow ought to be satisfi d with what 
he is getting, for there are a large 
number of persons that would like to 
have even a laborer’s place iw, one of 
the departments. 

There are several colored clerks in 
the departments, but nearly every one 
of them has been appointed through 
the influence of white men. 

Our colored congressmen and our 
colored self-appointed leaders and 
colored men of influence can very 
easily be captured by a white person. 
Let me illustrate. Suppose the white 
person to be a female. She calls upon 
this colored man of influence and smiles 
and talks with him and calls him Mr. 
so-and-so, and ask to be appointed; 
or have a firiend of hers appointed to 
a clerical position. Why she gets the 
appointment without a doubt, and ina 
remarkably short time. Now, sup- 
pose the person to bea male. All he 
has to do is tomeet this negro of in- 
fluence on the street, shake hands with 
him, offer.him a cigar, walk down 
Pcngsylvania avenue with him so that 
they could be seen walking together, 
invite him into a nice sample. room to 
take a “bow!” of something, and then 
tell him what position he would like to 
serve the government in, and I will as- 
sure you that that white man will not 
have to wait many days before he 
would be on Uncle Sam’s pay-roll, for 
the aforesaid negro of influence would 
not sleep or rest quietly until he had 
done himself the honor of securing a 
good positionfor “such a white gen- 
tleman.” 

I will not occupy any more of your 
space in this issue.

This is the way colored people 
were mislead by false leaders. Mr. 
Benjamin says in his letter that Robert 
Purvis attended every democratic 
cancus, devised methods to defeat the 
suprema.y of the Republican party, 
which was his sole purpose and desire. 
There was nothing dohe with Mr. 
Robert Purvis’ knowledge and consent, 
he acquiessed in everything that would 
tend to defeat the Republican party. 
Every principal of manhood was dis- 
regarded. Every jot of respect to the 
memory of Abraham Lincoln passed by 
a3 the idle wind. What did he en- 
dorse at Liberty Hall, a¢cording to Mr. 
Benjamin's statement? which tends to 
show it ingratitude to the Republican 
party and those who established 
equality before the law for the colored 
man. Mr. Sweeny said, while Lin- 
coln’s and Garfield’s pictures were sus- 
pended over the stage, at Liberty Hall, 
that “When I find a negro reverenc- 
ing the name of Lincoln, for that 
negro I have the utmost contempt, and 
my respect, little as it is at best, grows 
less for Lincoln. When I hear of 
colored men claiming that they are 
Republicans because of what the party 
has done for them, I say all such 
negroes are unfit to be called men.

If anything, we are 
under more obligations to Jefferson 
Davis for our freedom than to Abraham

This speech as will be seen by re- 
fererce to Mr. Benjamin's letter, was 
endorsed by Robert Purvis and William 
Still. We would like toknow who is 
responsible for the appointment of Dr. 
Charles Bb. Purvis, Surgeon in charge of 
the Freedmen’s Hospital and Robert 
Purvis’ son in the South and himself 
as Commissioner of the Freedmen’s 
Saving Bank. Jeff Davis is responsi- 
ble according to Mr. Purvis philosophy. 
If Jeff Davis is responsible, President 
Arthur should make Jeff Davis keep 
Dr. C. B. Purvis and the other son in 
their positions. Dr. C. B. Purvis holds 
his position by the suffrages of the 
Republican party and on the strength 
of his being identified with the 
colored race. They are not ident- 
ified with the colored race. They are 
the sworn enemies of the negro and 
the Republican party. Dr. C. B. Purvis 
declared that there is no respectability 
in the colored race, but when he wants 
political recognition he is a colored 
man and a white man for social recog- 
nition. On his speech at Bethel Hall, 
Tuesday evening, November 25, 1882,
